"No letter, package, postal card, or circular concerning any 
lottery, gift enterprise, or similar scheme offering prizes dependent 
in whole or in part upon lot or chance; and no lottery ticket or 
part thereof, or paper, certificate, or instrument purporting to be 
or to represent a ticket, chance, share, or interest in or dependent 
upon the event of a lottery, gift enterprise, or similar scheme offer­ 
ing prizes dependent in whole or in part upon lot or chance; and 
no eheek, draft, hill, money, postal note, or money order, for the 
purchase of any til kef or part thereof, or of any share or chance 
in any such lottery, gift enterprise, or scheme; and no newspaper, 
circular, pamphlet, or publication of any kind containing any ad­ 
vertisement of any lottery, gift enterprise, or scheme of any kind 
offering prizes dependent in whole or in part upon lot or chance, 
or containing a n y list of the prizes drawn or awarded by means of 
any such lottery, gift enterprise, or scheme, whether said list <s.n- 
tains any part or all such prizes, shall be deposited in or carried 
by the mails of the United States, or to he delivered by any Post­ 
master. or letter carrier. Whoever shall knowingly deposit or cau^e 
to Ive deposited, or shall kn iwingly send or caille to send, anything 
to he conveyed or delivered by mail in violation of the provisions
